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DETAILED ACTION 

1 Claims 5-9 are pending in the instant application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. § 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 5-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such 
omission amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See 
MPEP§ 2172.01. 

Regarding claims 5-9, the claims are related to a particularly specific method of 
generating complex orthogonal codes for use in CDMA communications. However, the 
steps are not plainly set forth in a clear, sequential, and logical manner such that one 
skilled in the art is able to determine, definitely, the relationship between the steps. 

4. Claims 5-9 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. 

Conclusion 
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5. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP §
